The “Red Yorking”’ is a more vigorous grower and a heavier pro- 
ducer than York Imperial. The York Imperial has been the outstand- 
ing apple in certain districts for several decades, but it will soon be 
replaced in prominence by its off-spring, the ‘““Red Yorking.”

Fall and early winter during the months of November and early December are recognized by the most experienced planters as one of the 
best times for planting most varieties of fruit and ornamental nursery stock. By planting at this time you can be sure that the trees, plants 
and shrubs that you buy are in ripe condition for transplanting. If they are dug before the sap flow normally stops there is a_ possibility that 
much damage will be done to the plants in transplanting. 


In states bordering and just south of the Mason-Dixon line practically all items of nursery stock can be planted anytime during the winter 
that the ground is free’from frost. 


Do not let a few light frosts and freezes delay your planting this year 


Fall and winter planted stock has one great advantage over spring planted stock in that it will start to grow earlier in the spring. It is a 
well known fact that the roots on all trees, plants and shrubs grow during the winter time and get well established before the late spring droughts. 


It is a mistaken idea among many planters that nursery stock should be planted early in the fall. However, this is entirely wrong as it is 
absolutely necessary to let the stock be fully matured before it can safely planted. After you have had a few cold periods and before the ground 
is frozen is the ideal] time for planting deciduous nursery stock.
